Dublin. Dec. 21.. After another day
ot extreme tension the Duil Direann
row expects that the decision on the
treaty creating the Free State of Irelandwill be reached after the closing
fldiatea to-morrow. The pendulum
swung back and forth again, moved
by heated arguments, but the general
impression continues that the majoritystill leans toward Arthur Griffithand that the agreement will be
ratified, although the majority, may
not be so large as was expected a

Week ago.
The most important consideration is

that the dominant personality of
Michael Collins remains unweakened
and he is as popular as ever in and
out of the Dail. At the same time
GriflHh again more than held his own

to-day with his clear and forceful
logic.
The New York Herald correspondentto-night talked to Deputies Mc-

Curtail and Lynch, both of whom were

confident that ratification was assured,but greatly deplored what they
called the unreasoning and dangerous
idealistic attitude of Eamon de VaJera
and his followers.
With them, as with other members,

there is a distinct feeling of resent*
nient against the "President" for the
taclii al advantages they believe he has
seized at every opportunity while being
opposed by honest and even magnanimousdifference of opinion.
These taction were revealed by the

attempt of Miss Mary McSwiney to
read a letter containing what was purportedto have been her dead brother's

dramatically countered by Collins, who
declared that they had many letters

that war uml devastation would not followrejection.

All classes seem to realize now that it

Cosgrave, who is prominent In the
Dublin city administration and familiar
with the people and organizations
throughout Ireland, dispelled the gloom
hanging over the chamber.

Sudden Pluiisre as Recorded at

Midnight Due to Blast
From Alberta.

WHITE SUNDAY LIKELY

Flurries in Streets Reported,
but Are Not Observed by

Weather Bureau.

The arrival of an "Alberta high," in
tho language of the weather sharps,
or, in common language, a cold wave

from the Canadian Northwest, sent
the thermometer scurrying down from
44 degrees at I o'clock yesterduy to 8
degrees at midnight. It will be all
over to-morrow, but probably will
wind up in a snowstorm that may
give a "white Christmas." The cold
arrived a day ahead of the calendar
winter, which begins to-day.
Accompanying the drop in temperaturewas a wind that blew steadily

fifty miles an hour or tyctter. It
reached sixty-eight miles at a quarter
after 5, and dropped back to fifty a

few minutes later, to remain at that
clip all evening. The Weather Bureausays it will probably be with us

also until to-morrow and storm warningshave been displayed ulong the
Atlantic coast from Eastport, Me., to
Cape Hatteras. This wind whipped
up whltecaps in the upper bay, and
made traveling on the Staten Island
ferries somewhat uncomfortable.
Some passengers were seasick.
Snow flurries were reported In tlie

enrty evening from various parts of the
oily, but none were observed at the
Weather Bureau ofllees on the roof of
the Whitehall Building.
The "Alberta high" covered the whole

rortheast. portion of the United States
and much of Canada, It was said at the
Weather Bureau. Its lower limit, or the
freezing line, coincided roughly with the
well known boundary surveyed by
Messrs. Muson & Dixon some years ago.
The coldest spot In the United States
lasb night was Duluth, Minn., where a

temperature of 1- degrees below xero
was recorded at 8 o'clock.
The temperature dropped rapidly and

fairly steadily from its high point. Between1 and 5 a drop of 18 degrees was

recorded, and between 5 and lO the
mercury shot down another 18 degrees.
It was predicted at the Weather Bureauit would not go much lower In the
night, though It might drop a degree
or so.
The "AHe.rta, high" chased along

ahead of It a disturbance that developed
over the lake region Tuesday and In
less than twenty-four hours had rhased
It down the St- Lawrence valley and out
over Nova Scotia. There was light rain
and light snow in the lake region before
the cold blast. There was a reaction to
higiier temperatures In tin Northwest,
while there were local snows In the
northern plain States and rains In California,Utah and Nevada.
The keepers of the Ambrose Channel

light ship reported to the Naval ComnumlcutlonOffice at 10:30 o'clock In
the evening that three small boats were

drifting out to sea past the lightship,
unable to make headway against the
high seas.
The crew of the lightship launched a

boat after several attempts had failed
owing to the high wind and the big
seas. Later it was reported to the
Independent Radio Station that the
boats had been taken in tow by a pilot
bout and that all aboard were safe.
The police boat John K. Hylcn went

out from the Battery shortly before
midnight, but reported at midnight that
it had not been uble to locate either of
the four boats.
The bitter cold began driving the

homeless from alleyways and halls,
where they usually sleep, to the lodging
houses early tn the evening. The Rescue
Mission at 5 and 7 Doyers street served
hot coffee and found lodging room for
moro than 500 unfortunates, most of
them shabbily dressed and without
overcoats.
At the Municipal Lodging House. 43S

East Twenty-fifth street, 625 men, 24
women and 3 children applied and re.
dived shelter, with capacity for 150
more. This was 125 more than sought
shelter Tuesday night. The Salvation
Army settlement house at 507 West
Twenty-sixth strict sheltered 500, Its
full rapacity, and sent about 100 to the
Municipal lodging House.
The cheap lodging houses along the

Powery were lammed as they had not
been before this winter.

The ancient rallying cry, "Thar she
blows!" unheard off Southampton,
Ij. I., for nine years, shook the South
Shore from its winter sleep yesterday
and sent the farmer whalers of Amagansetton to the deep with whale
boat, harpoon gun and bombs. A bull
whale (the largest, of course, that
ever breached this side the Antarctic)
was spouting and plunging a quarter
of a. mile off shore. He was trapped
between the outer and inner bars, but
had plenty of deep water in which to
swish his tail and defy the hunters.
Toast Guards of Southampton

sighted him first and shot the news

east and west along the beach. To the
highest dunes the veterans of former
campaigns against such visitors
mounted, there to flap their coats and
shout against the wind, "Whale off."
This ceremony is called "wafting."
N'obody who ever hunted a whale for-
gets the etiquette or terminology
thereof.
The day was blowing up cold, but the

residents of Southampton and neighbor-
ing villages, young and old, hurried to
the beach to watch the whale. Blnocu-
lars and spyglasses were trained upon
him, the result being that the most con-

servatlve of spectators estimated the
length of the monster to be no leas than
seventy-live feet, although It was con-

ceded he might shrink some when he
was larded.

Old Timers Orl Bnsy.
That he would be landed was, of

course, not In doubt. Houthampton has
no whalcboat, and as a whale cannot
be hunted with propriety in any other

gansott, fifteen miles away. But AmagansettIs a nest of retired whalers or

descendants of the same, and it already
knew by instinct as well as by grapevinefrom the coast guards that there
was something needing its attention.
Anybody can see a whale, but only Ami*
ganeett can catch one.
Those mighty whale hunters of Ami*

gansett Cap'n Josh and Cap'n Cube kidwards,who gave up their regular trips
to the Arctic when they were around
70 years old, have sunk their last harpoon.But their whale craft has descendedto their sons, Cap'n Everett and
Cap'n Sam Edwards, and no sooner did
they have the news of the apparition off
Southampton than they had a crew togetherand pushing the old boat Into the
surf.
Tliey started rrom Amagansett about

11:30 o'clock and in less than two hours
were in the longitude of Southampton
and of tne whale, ft was 3:30 when
they got their first glimpse or him. lie
came up a quarter of a mile away anil
spouted derisively. The power boat.
pulling the whalcboat and its load of
cap'ns, took after him full speed. The
whale, blew three times, flipped Ids
flukes and dived. The tarnation critters
usually blow four times before they
go under, but all the cap'ns say this one
beats anything they ever saw. because
he varies the number of his geysers, so
that the pursuer can never tell how
long It's going to stay in one place.

Whule Play* a Trick.

Both boats of the expedition wenequippedwith the bomb lance gun. which
has replaced the old hand flung har-
poon even along the Long Island shore,
It fires a bomb three Inches In diameter.
The bomb explodes when it hits the
whale, thus virtually wrecking the ani-
mal.

All the hunters could do when the
whale disappeared was to circle around
in the hope of being near him (hut not
Just above hint) when he again emerged.
But he chose a spot half a mile from
the boats for his next appearance. Once
more the boats sprinted toward htm,
and be ducked beiore they got within
range.

Cap'ti Kv Edwards darned the whale
up and down and told the boys that It
was Indecent for a whale to conie up
and not blow four times so's a man
could have time to take a shot at him.

"But." he said, "we'll keep right arter
him and git him, too."
By subaqueous radio the whale got

this message, and to show his disdain lie
came up and blowcd (the wind blew hut
a whale never does anything but blow In
any tense) within, so the Csp'ns figure,
five hundred yards of the boats. But
the boats, such was their devllsh luck,
were at that moment headed in the oppositedirection. They had to circle,
and when they reached the vicinity of
the whale, there wasn't any whale. The
("ap'ns eruised fifteen minutes more,
Then, as a dungerous squall was coining
en, they ran to shore and back to Amagansettfor the night.

The only unhappy persona on the
beaoh yesterday were the owners of
summer hotels and hoarding house*. One
of them said he'd have Riven a million
drillars nut of his own poeket If that
Whale had had sense enough to appro-
elate the fact that a whale offshore in
August Is a commercial proposition,
while a Whale In December Is merely a
whale.
